PLANES OVERT CITY IN 
CONSIDERABLE NUMBER

Nazi warplanes dropped salvos 


of bombs on three densely-popu- 
ated London suburbs today and 
inflicted a toll of six known killed 
in attacks of mounting violence 
elsewhere in England and Scot- 
land. 


London reported that British 


long-range guns had fired "a few 
rounds across the channel" by way 
of retort to newly-disclosed Ger- 
man "big Berthas" studding the 
French coast, which shelled Brit- 
ish 
convoys 
yesterday 
in 
the 


Straits of Dover and rained cross- j 
channel projectiles on Dover it- 
self. 


British military spokesmen dis- 


counted the Nazis new mode of 
attack, declaring the big German 
cannon would not make Dover un- 
tenable from a military standpoint. 
Civilian residents of the channel 
"Hell's corner" town began flee- 
ing, however. 


Heavy property damage was re- 


ported in the pre-dawn assault on 
the London area—the capital's first 
night raid of the war—including 
two empty movie theaters, a bank, 
stores and many other buildings. 
Few casualties were reported. 


British bombers countered with 


raids over western Germany, the 
Nazis High Command acknowledg- 
ed, "without special effect" but "a 
number of civilians injured."

waves of German bombers rang- 
ing over the Island Kingdom, at- 
tacking a northeast coast town 
where a large store was wrecked 
by a direct bomb-hit, a hotel was 
damaged and patrons of a cafa 
were trapped under debris when a 
bomb struck the building.

INDIVIDUAL VOTE IMPORTANT 


Dr, John Q. Stewart, member of the faculty of 


Princeton University has it figured out that in presi- 
dential elections the individual voter in a closely 
contested state may exert hundreds of times more 
influence in the makeup of the electoral college than 
a voter in a state where one candidate predominates 
strongly. 


His computations show this inequality in past 


presidential elections, and indicate how large they 
may be in the coming election. 


For example, he says, in 1936 New Hampshire's 


electoral vote of four would have been swung from 
Roosevelt if only 1910 voters had been persuaded to 
change to Landon. Accordingly four electoral votes 
were effectively controlled at the rate of 478 votes 
per electoral vote. 


But in Mississippi it would have required a shift 


to Landon of 76,4.38 Roosevelt votes to swing nine 
electoral votes. 
This is at the rate of 8,493 votes 


per electoral vote. 


Therefore it is fair to assert, Dr. Stewart says, 


that a Roosevelt voter in New Hampshire exerted 
about 18 times greater influence on the composition 
of the electoral college than a Roosevelt voter in 
Mississippi. 


In the famous contest of 1884 a change to 


Elaine of 575 Cleveland votes in New York would 
have put the state's 36 electors in the Elaine column, 
and Elaine in the White House. 


This case was at the rate of 16 votes per elector 


.tof the winning side. 


From results of a recent sample nationwide poll 


Dr. Stewart estimates that this fall in Wyoming a 
Willkie voter stands to exert 38 times more electoral 
Influence than the individual Roosevelt voter in Texas. 


•, In Wyoming, under this estimate, about 330 votes 


will control the electoral vote; in Texas, 12,500. 


Some other states as estimated by Dr. Stewart 


on the basis of the straw poll, Delaware 800; Penn- 
sylvania 2300; New York 2500; Ohio 3300; and New 
Jersey 4600. 


To put the matter in another way, the pro- 


. fessor says of the two extremes, an individual voter 
in Wyoming may be expected to control three 
thousandths of an electoral vote while an individual 
in Texas may control an eight-hundredth-thousandth.

Accoi-d i>igly four electoral votes 
were effectively con trolled at the rate of 478 votes 
per electoral vote. 
But in Mi^isissippi it would have re(|uired a shift 
to Lan d on of 76,-138 Roosevelt votes to swin g n in e 
electoral votes. 
This is at the rate of 8,493 votes 
per electoral vote. 
Therefore it is fair to assert, Dr. Stewart saj^s, 
that a Roosevelt voter in New Hampshire exerted 
about 18 times greater in fluen ce on the composition 
of the electoral college than a Roosevelt voter in 
Mississippi.

If the United States is invaded 


it wants to win, the chief execu- 
tive said, adding that it was better 
to have, a good team than none at 
all. Mr. Roosevelt did not explain 
this latter remark, but apparently 
referred back to the fact that nine 
players did not make a football 
team.
